EPO'721 discloses a polymeric stent coating with an incorporated bioactive.(see 
abstract).The bioactives include antiproliferative agents such as HMG-CO reductase 
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inhibitors (col. 4, lines 49-50). Biodegradable polymers used in the coating are set out 
at col. 5, lines 36-41 . The claims are therefore anticipated by EP0721 . 

Claims 2, 4-14, 16-19, 22 and 23 are objected to as dependent upon a rejected 
base claim.
